specimen of the walking fern, a very 
rare plant. If you want to know some- 
thing about people you inquire about 
their family and relatives The same is 
true about the vegetable 
kingdom, 


hence the study of botany. Corn is a 
grass. 
Every grass grows jointed. 


Why is it jointed? 
A plant which 


must grow much in a short season can 
not make that growth all at the top 
So the stalk of corn has 8 or in joints 
between each one of which there is 
growth in length. This is shown by 
the tenderness just above each joint. 
Corn grows mostly in the meadows 
where it does not root down deeply, so 
it sends out numerous brace roots from 
the first joint. In a head of wheat 
or rye we have the pollen and flower 
at the same place but in corn the pol- 
len is on the top of the stalk while the 
ear is a distance down the stalk. The 
pollen drops from the tassel to the 
silk on the ear and the corn is fertil- 
ized. 
But the best fertil zition is 


when the pollen from one stalk falls 
on the ear of another. Smut is abac 
disease of corn. As soon as the farmer 
sees it he should remove it from the 
field, cover it with kerosene and burn 
it. If he does not he will find his farm 
and seed polluted with a fungus growth 
which he does not desire. A boy should 
not go through the field hitting every 
bunch of it with a stick. This scatters 
it about in every direction.

Liveryman Dorsey S. King died at 


his home in Johnstown on Monday. 
The deceased was a son of John H. 
King and was born in Bedford county 
on April 5, 1833 
He attended school 


until he was thirteen years old and 
then went to driv? a stage coach be- 
tv.eei Chambercburg and Pittsburg, 
later becoming o^ner of a line of his 
own. 
Ha worked for thirteen years 


on the line aud then went to Greens- 
burg and took charge of a livery stable. 
A few years later he drove a stage on 
the old National pike from Browns- 
ville, Pa , to Cumberland, Md, and 
later was transferred to the Pittsburg 
pike. 
la 1863 Mr. King enlisted as a 


private in Company A, Oae Huad-ed 
and Thirty-third regiment, for nine 
months. 
Jtot long after his enlist- 


ment he was made corporal aad placed 
in charge of an ambulance corps and 
at the expiration of his first enlistment 
he went out again in an independent 
company, which was afterward attach- 
ed to the Twentieth regiment, Penn- 
sylvania Cavalry 
Among the battles 


m which he participated were those of 
Antietam, Fredericksburg aad Chan- 
Cfllorsville. 
Mr King's five b-others 


also served in the civil war. Upon Mr 
K'ng's retura from the army he and 
J^ha Shoffaer formed a partnership 
and carried on the grocery and stage 
buMness for two years.

The eys is the great con- 
troller in the school room, so teachers 
should not rivet them on the text-book, 
but should be oa the members of the 
class.

Mr. Pearson recited from this 
work, selecting the part, "The Love 
Making of Dora and I." His interpre- 
tation of this selection was masterly. 


A recess followed and then the third 


speaker of the afternoon, Supt. Will- 
iams, was introduced; subject, 
"The 


Trained Teacher."
